City to 
continue 
chlorinating 
Water

The City of Grayling will continue chlo- 
rinaling the water this week to ensure that 
Coliform bacteria is no Jonger in the com--. 
munity’s water system. 

Chad Beckett, director of Grayling’s 
Department of Public Works (DPW), said 
the city was informed by Great Lakes Water 
Quality Lab of Lake Ann, that two samples 
taken from the water system contained 
Coliform bacteria. The Great Lakes Water 
Quatity Lab is a state-certified lab. 

Beckett said that Coliform bacteria is the 
most common form of bacteria, which can 
be found on people's skin or in the air. He 
said the bacteria is not harmful, but is the 
first indication that something may be 
wrong with the water system. 

Beckett said that the city draws two sam- 
ples from the water system per month to 
mike sure it is safe for citizens to drink and 
use in preparing food. 

After learning of the positive test for 
» Coliform bacteria on Thursday, city DPW 
| employees immediately began chlorinating 
the water, 
we | ES Beckett suspects that Coliform bacteria 
ee te may have entered the water system when 
new water mains were tied into an existing 
water main at the intersection of Ingham 
Street and Maple Street. 

Another theory is the Coliform bacteria 
was aresult of the high heat and humidity 
and came into the system through 
, Grayling's water tower. Beckett said the 
walter tower is never filled to full capacity, 
so condensation on the top of the water 
containing Coliform bacteria may 
have came down into the water supply. 

As precautionary measurers, the city 
' water tower was overflowed. Water 
_ hydrants in various areas in the community 
| were also drained.

Run for the Border riders roll from Legion Post #106

Dozens of motorcycle riders traveled 
from Sault Ste. Marie to Grayling last week 
to join forces’ with other riders to highlight 
the service and needs of veterans. 

The fourth annual Run for the Border is a 
charity motorcycle ride sponsored by the 


American Legion Riders. The purpose of 


the ride is to generate funds for the Heroes 
to Hometowns program, which 1s instru- 
mental in providing a support network and 


coordinates resources for severely injured 


service members returning home. 

“We raise money for our Hometown 
Heroes and people in need if they are 
wounded and need some help,” said Hal 
Woodgate, a Sault Ste. Marie soldier who 
has a career spanning over three decades. 

The riders left Sault Ste. Marie early 
Thursday morning and took a rain soaked 
ride over the Mackinac Bridge down to 
Grayling. While in the community, they 
dried off as much as they could, and were 
offered a luncheon and hospitality by the 
American Legion Post's #106 Members and 
the Women's Auxiliary. 

“We come down, they put on a nice meal 
for us, and then we head out,” Woodgate 
said. 

Grayling is chosen as the gathering point 
to draw motorcyclists fron Grand Rapids, 
Lansing and Detroit. Riders have come as 
far as Whinois and several riders from 
Minnesota joined the ride this year. The 
only requirement to take part in the Run for 
the Border - to the northern tip of the Upper 
Peninsula - is participants are asked to col- 
lect donations for the Heroes — to 
Hometowns fund from family, friends and 
businesses. No other fees are required to 
participate,

Cremation goes back in 
history to the customs and 
practices of the ancient hea- 
then world. Aryan folklore 
implies they were one of the 
first cultures to venerate fire.

The first riders depart at 8 
a.m. and a new wave lines 
up each: minute thereafter.

The timing chip trig- 
gers their start and finish 
time so ufler the event they 
have an accurate indication 
of how long it took them to 
ride the 100 miles. The 
bicycle community calls 
riding 100 miles a “Century 
Ride.”

The 2010 — Spike’s 
Challenge ~— a weekend of 
canoe racing that inclydes 
both C-1 (one-person) and 
C-2 (two-person) events — is 
slated for July 17-18. 

Many AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon teams will 
use the Spike’s Challenge 
C-2 race as a warm-up 
event. The Spike’s 
Challenge features a start 
that is similar to the 
AuSable Marathon — teams 
line up in the street and run 
to the river, entering the 
water at the Old AuSable 
Fly Shop - and the race 
gives paddlers and specta- 
tors a daytime look at the 
first four checkpoints of the 
120-mile Grayling-to- 
Oscoda event slated for July 
24, The Spike’s Challenge 
C-2 race starts in the morn- 
ing (9 a.m.) and the AuSable 
Marathon starts at night (9 


p.m.). 
Similar to the AuSable 
Marathon, Spike’s 


Challenge teams will com- 
pete for starting positions 
for the run to the river with 
a time trials event. This 
year, the Spike’s Challenge 
time trials will start at 9 a.m. 
on Saturday, July 17. 
Sprints are held at the city 
park in Grayling. Teams 
start near the pedestrian 
bridge, paddle upstream, 
navigate under a railroad 
bridge, turn around at a 
buoy near the courthouse, 
and finish the looped course 
by going back to the starting 
line. The fastest teams will 
finish in 4.5 to 5.5 minutes. 
There will be breaks in 
between batches so the next 
sprinters can warm up on 
the course. 

The time trials event gen- 
erally provides a strong 
forecast of which teams will 
finish in the top spots during 
Sunday's C-2 race. Last
